1 . Upon reconsideration, a copy of the corresponding PTO-1449 of the Information 
Disclosure Statement filed March 31, 2005 has been attached to this action indicating 
German Patent DE 689 23 583 T2 as considered. 

Although this document is in the German language, a DERWENT Abstract (also 
attached to this action) has been found (and considered) demonstrating that said 
German patent belongs to the same family of patents as does USPN 5,625,002 to 
Kadoi et al., which was the primary reference relied upon by Examiner in the 35 U.S.C. 
103 rejection in the Final Office Action mailed January 29, 2007. 

Examiner notes that a written patentability report (apparently from a foreign 
patent office) submitted by Applicant on March 1 1 , 2005 citing this German patent was 
received and reviewed by Examiner. However, the originating source of this document 
could not be ascertained, no explanation by Applicant of the relevance or origination of 
this particular document was provided, and hence this German patent was previously 
indicated as not considered.
